more? The pattern of 
building investment in re- 
cent years shows that pri- 
vate capital secks quick 
returns whereas long- 
term loan finunce is needed 
for resettlement and mass 
rehousing. And as Jong as 
demand for office space, 
factories, flats und houses 
continues to offer attrac- 
tive returns, Government 
must continue its. role of 
the poor man's landlord. 
This is, however, the same 
elsewhere. 

The consolation is: that the 
$268 million spent on pri- 
vate building last year — 
the highest on record — 
contributes not only to the 
picture of ‘the Colony’s

Legation, refuge of Cardinal 
Jozsef Mindszenty, Primate of

Next month the O7-yenr-old 
Cardinal will begin hia fourth 
yeor in his self-chosen “prison,” 
knowing that he faccs a for 
uglier fate If he ever puts a foot 
outside the Legation doors. 


Mindszenly has now lived fn 
confinement for nearly 11 years— 
ever since the Communists*haol- 
ed him for life on charges of 
high treason, conspiracy ogainst 
the state and currency offences. 


His prison sentence was Inter- 
cupted in 1985 when, “because of 
his age .and the state of his 
health,” he was placed under 
house arrest in o dilapidated 
villa 35 miles from Budapest. 
A year Inter he was freed 
during the revolution. 

But his freedom lasted only 
four days. 


On release, he was Immediate- 
ly driven to Budapest, where 
{housands' of Hungarians fell to 
their knees at the eight of their 
Primate. Then events moved 
so fast that he never had a 
chance to adjust himself to the 
situation. 


| On that fateful Sunday— 
| November 4, 1966—the Cardinal 
was requested to attend an 
emergency meeting of the Nogy 
Cabinet. But, at | Freedom 
Square, he found the Parliament 
building surrounded by Sovict 
tanks, The swift and ruthless 
intervention of the Red Army 
had begun,

Cardinal asylum and the per- 
mission from Washington 
arrived just In time, A few 
minutes after Mindaxenty had 
entered the Legation, 
converged on the old bank 
building and polloe searched

Now, though his movements ~ 


ore restricted, the Cardinal can 
at least enjoy freedom of 
thought and speech, He oc- 
cupics a-third-floor flat (living 
room and bedroom-with-bath- 
room) and spends much of his 
thme rending-daily newrpapers 
and books on theology, politics 
and philosophy, He also listens 
to the radio, and during the past 
three years he has leamed 
English. 


‘HJs day starie at 7 a.m. and 
he usually retires about 11 p.m. 
On Sunday he conducts Mass for 
Roman Catholic members of 
the American staff. 


The Cardinal was sick and 
frail after his {mprisonment and 
torture by the Communists. 
Now he enjoys good health and 
has teturned to something ike 
his normal welght of around 
eleven find a half stone. 


He has three meols o day, cats 
plenty of fruit, and takes half-: 
an-hour'’s open-air exercise in 
the courtyard every evening. 


Al the time — strict security 
measures are: observed, His 
meals are always delivered by 
Americans; no Hungarian mem— 
bers of the staff are allowed 
contact with him. The windows 
of his rooms are shuttered, 
The steel doors are fitted with 
especially-strong locks and a US. 
Marine stands on guard outside. 


Meanwhile the secret police 
ore always watching and wait- 
ing. They even, know when the 
Cardinal takes his exercise, for 
the Legation occupies only three 
sides of the courtyard, The, 
police can keep a look-out from 
tbe building on the fourth side. 


Today the Cardinal ls al- 
most forgotten by the outside 
world, But in this sanotuary 
he is working ona project 
which will make the world 
remember — “De  Tyrannis,” 
the story of his struggle for 
freedom. 


Mindszenty started on his 
memoirs as soon as he entered 
the Legation and he will almost 
certuinly finish them there, It 
he leaves he will not only have 
to serve the rest of his old prison 
sentence but also face another 
his alleged activities 
during his four days of freedom 
in the past decade—Central 
Press. :

Dr Krause added that “‘there’s 
a lot of nonsense going on in 
the fleld of science under the

The Music Soclety’s Execu-

Let us pass to the question of 
the suitability or otherwise of 
the Lice Theatre for the per- 
formance of.a large orchestra, 
This is the largest singe with 
the best appointed store and 
dressirg rooms in Hongkong. It 
js a pity that these essentinl 
attributes are not combined with 
the largest auditorlum, but we 
cannot have everything in this 
world, and it ‘seemed to the 
Music Society that the accome- 
modation of the orchestra and 
the storage of their precious 
instruments {ook priority. over 
All other consideration.
